Highway Is Blown Up to 
Protect Farms; Many 
Families Marooned.

West Indian Gale Sweeps 
Into. Southern Georgia, 
Spreading Damage. 


Miami, Fla., Aug. 10 (A.P.).—A vast 
sheet of flood waters, 25 miles wide in 
places and of undetermined length, lay 
tonight in the Everglades lowlands, 
west of Fort Pierce and around the 
eastern and northern shores of Lake 
Okeechobee as a result of torrential 
rains accompanying the West Indies 
hurricane. 

Within the expanse were many ma- 
rooned families, thousands of acres of 
fertile tilled lands, citrus groves and set- 
tlements Definite news from many com- 
munities awaited the recession of 
waters. Highways, for the most part, 
still were blocked by washouts or over- 
flows and the few caravans which have 
emerged or entered have done so under 
difficulties 

Okeechobee City, with about 1,200 
population, was the largest affected 
town. Storm damage to the city was 
estimated at many thousands 
dollars 

Efforts to reach Indiantown, where 
two men were reported killed, were un- 
availing as the highway to tha. place, 
20 iniles southeast of Okeechobee was 
impassable and the railroad out of 
service. Water was said to be 4 feet 
deep in the town. 

Lake Okeechobee itself has risen 214 
feet and the drainage canals south of 
the Jake were filling rapidly. 

Fifty persons were marooned at Hulls 
Grove, 5 miles west of Jupiter, when 
the Loxahatchee River rose and swirled 
over the country for miles.

Okeechobee, Fla., Aug.#10 (A.P.).7 
Connors Highway, located on a high 
ridge on the shores of Lake Okeechobee, 
was dynamited late today in an effort 
to divert flood waters into the lake

The dead man was employed at the 
Rushe garage about twelve years, dur- 
ing which time he proved himself to 
be @ highly trustworthy worker, Rushe 
declared. Smith was never known to 
carry any weapon or to indulge in in- 
toxicating liquors, he sald. 

Rushe declared that when confront- 
ed with the police statement that a gun 
was found near the scene of the shoot- 
ing several hours after the body had 
been taken to the morgue he decided 
to make a personal investigation to 
deterniuine whether the dead man ever 
ownea a gun.

“Smith sent me to get his gun,”

Clevelard Police Declare That

Before a new rope could be knotted 
together night shut down and the last 
of the party was forced to remain over 
another night. When rescued in the 
morning his feet had frozen and it 
was necessary to carry him down the 
mountains to a hospital on a sled. 

Before Windsteig started the ascent, 
he had said to his mother, “If I am 
not back by Tuesday, mother, then I 
shall be dead.”

New Yorker Promises That He 
Will Speak in Chicago in 
Course of Campaign. 


GOVERNOR AT CHURCH 
SERVICE FOR BRENNAN 
Despite Solemn Reason of 
Errand, Crowds Swarm 
Around Governor. 


En route to Albany with Gov. Smith. 
Eikhart, Ind., Aug. 10 (A.P.).—Gov. 
Alfred E. Smith was on his Way back 
to Albany, N. Y., late today to resume 
the role of presidential nominee after 
a whirlwind trip to Chicago, where he 
attended the funeral of his friend and 
political aid, George E. Brennan. 

The governor left Chicago. after a 
three-hour stay, with a promise to re- 
turn to deliver one of the imoprtant 
speeches of his campaign. 

While there he was the storm center 
of pushing crowds that only a battalion 
of police could hold in check. There 
were few cheers in view of the gov- 
ernor’s mission, but nevertheless he 
f0t a sample of the enthusiasm that 
sometimes greets a nominee in the Mid- 
cle. West during a presidential cam- 
paign. 

And although he was disinclined to 
discuss politics for a Cay, Smith was 
told by various Democratic leaders who 
swarmed close to him that he would 
cerry Illinois, a hard task for a Demo- 
crat. 

Urged to Visit State. 


Floyd FE. ‘Thompson, Democratic 
nominee for governor, was one of those 
who breathed confidence, He impressed 
on Smith, during a chat just before the 
Brennan funeral, the importance of IIli- 
nois as an agricultural State, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the presidential 
nominee would speak in St. Louis as 
well as Chicago. 

Just before his departure he held a 
brief press conference, receiving in the 
dining quarters of his private car Chi- 
cago newspaper men as well as the re- 
porters who had accompanied him from 
Albany. The governor recalled that the 
last time he had been in Chicago was 
to attend the eucharistic congress two 
years ago and gave assurance that he 
would be back during the campaign. 

“You can make up your mind,” he 
told an inquiring Chicago reporter, 
“that there can't be a presidential cam- 
paign with any speech making if there 
is no speech in Chicago.”

The first definite step in three years 
Oward regaining tor the United States 
a foremost position in the field of 
lighter-than-air ships was taken yes- 
terday, when the Navy opened nine 
bids, three from Germany, for designs 
and construction of two rigid airships. 

The projected diripible airships will 
be the largest in she world capable of 
cruising 10,000 1atles without refueling 
and of making a cop speed of 72 knots. 
With the Los Angeles, built in Ger- 
many, and the Navy’s only ship of its 
type, the new air criisers will give the 
United States more craft of their size 
than any other sat.on in the world. 

It probably will be several weeks be- 
fore the bids can be analyzed and the 
Siceessful designer aud bidder deter- 
mined. Acting Secretary of the Navy 
Robinson, in whose office the docu- 
ments were opened, said that until the 
bids are examined as to proper form, 
no announcement as to price, guaran- 


tee or other conditions surrounding 
them would be made. 


$2,000,000 Ready for Work. 


Bids were either for design or con- 
struction, or both. Bids for designs 
were submitted by Max Kastner, 
Apolda, Germany; Gustav Wilhelm 
Hagermann, Oschatz, Germany; Al- 
brecht Luck, care of A. Wolf, New York; 
Trent Engineering and Manufacturing 
Co., Los Angeles, Calif.; E. Pollok. 
Brooklyn, N. Y.; Schutte & Co., Berlin, 
Germany. 

A bid for design or design and con- 
struction was submitted by the Ameri- 
can Brown Boveri Electric Corporation, 
Camden, N. J.; and offers for design 
and construction by the Goodyéar Zep- 
pelin Co., Akron, Ohio; and Geiser & 
Seth, Chicago. Robert T. Pollock. of 
New York, sent in his announcement 
of intention to file for bid and con- 
struction. 

The sum of $8,000,000 was authorized 
by Congress for construction of two 
rigid airships and $2,000,000 was made 
available immediately. 

In case it is decided to construct 
only one of the ships it ts specified 
that only $5,500,000 may be used. Once 
construction is under way it is esti- 
mated that the first’ craft will be 
turned out in about tjwo years. 


American's Win $50,000. 


Last year the Navy Department asked 
for designs for rigi@ airships and offercd 
& prize of $50,000 to the winner of the 
eeaptest. Many designs, several unique, 
\tre opened.’by Secretury Wilbur and a 
board of Tiaval aviation experts was ap- 
pointed by him to consider them, the 
award being made to the Goodyear Co, 
of Akron, Ohio. 

The Goodyear Ce., however, offered to 
contract only On condition that it build 
two airships at a cost of $8,000,000 and 
the law provided for construction of 
but one. 

The department therefore asked Con- 
gress to change the law so two could ne 
constructed. Lawrence M. Wilder, of 
the American Brown Boveri firm. als 
asked Congress to be given an oppor- 
tunity to bid and the department rein- 
vited bids. 


Designs Obtained by Wilbur. 


On April 18, 1928, Secretary Wilbur 
called for designs for a rigid airship of 
approximately 6,500,000 cubic foot ca- 
pacity. They were to be submitted in 
accordance with the aircraft procure- 
ment act approved by Congress, July 2. 
He called for bids for designs and con- 
struction of one or two rigid airships, 
as well as proposals for construction of 
one or two in accordance with depart- 
ment specifications. The original date 
for closing bids was set as July 26, but 
this date was set forward to August 9 
and since bids postmarked before noon

SUFFRAGE AIDS WOMEN 
THEIR LEADERS DECLARE 


“Humanized Thinking,” Mrs. 
Reinhardt Tells Public 
Affairs Institute. 


MRS. FAIN CITES POLITICS 


University, Va. Aug. 10 (A.P.).— 
Woman's status has been improved by 
the passage of the nineteenth amend- 
ment granting %¥1al suffrage, in the 
opinion of several women leaders in 
active public life who spoke today be- 
fore the open forum in the institute 
of public affairs at the University of 
Virginia. 

“Suffrage is helping women to come 
of age mentally and spiritually,” said 
Mrs. Aurelia He.iry Reinhardt, president 
of Mills College in California, who pre- 
sided. 

“In general suffrage has been to all 
women an educational experience. All 
have been forced to recognize the place 
of the individual in the group and in 
the community. It has humanized the 
thinking and, through thinking, the 
conduct of many women. 

“Concretely, vhe effect of suffrage 
has been .elt by certain yroups through 
legislation resulting from woman's ef- 
forts. This legislation includes the re- 
moval of discrimination, under the law, 
the enactment of laws protecting wom- 
en in industry, laws to improve health 
and the protection of children from 
harmful working conditions,” Mrs. 
Reinhardt said. 

What women have brought about in 
active political life was told by Sarah 
Lee Fain, of Norfolk, member of the 
Virginia legislature. 

“Women, realizing the value of or- 
ganization, have entered existing parties 
and have demonstrated they can an‘ 
will-cooperate with men,” Mrs. Fain de- 
clared. 

“They still have the same ideals they 
had when they entered politics, But 
women are patient; they realize thus 
cooperation is necessary and not wish- 
ing to disturb existing parties, they are 
working now as before, for their ideals.” 
Mrs, Charles O, Williams, legislative 
field secretary of the National Educa- 
tion Association, outlined the progress 
of women in the teaching profession, 
particularly since the passage of the 
suffrage amendment eight years ago.

“The really important issue before 
the country, namely that of maintain- 
ing intact our original form of govern- 
ment and the liberties of the people, ts 
not dealt with in either party platform. 
The issue has been raised by the 
eighteenth amendment to the Consti- 
tution. Nine years of experiment have 
proved that ‘prohibition’ does not pro- 
hibit, strong drink is still readily ob- 
tainable and the ill effects of its abuse 
remain with us. Th>2 real question in- 
volves the “overnment itself—whether 
the machinery of our system, designed 
to promote individual liberty, can be 
twisted and abused so as to curtail tib- 
erty and to impose upon our people, 
without their direct consent, laws that 
may be odious to a substantial minor- 
ity or perhaps even to a majority. * * * 

“Though the Chief Executive of our 
Nation can not change our Constitu- 
tion and laws, two duties will fall upon 
our next President. 

“The first, to enforce the law under 
insufficient appropriations granted by 
Congress. But the enforcement divi- 
sion need not be conducted contrary to 
the laws of our country and to human 
decency. Killing of innocent citizens 
and of the guilty without trial, violat- 
ing the searr’ and seizure laws, con- 
ducting illegal resorts, employing men 
to entice others to break the _ law, 
spending fr ublic money to acquire alco- 
holic evidence, ‘holding up’ innocent 
citizens and many other immoralities 
of the enforcement division can ove 
stopped. Wine years of Republican 
domination have failed to correct these 
scandals of prohibition, but I believe 
that the aiministration of Gov. Smith 
would do so. * * * 

“The second duty of the President is 
to report on the condition £ the coun- 
try and to make recommendations. A 
man who believes prohibition an ex- 
periment noble in character will doubt- 
less recommend its continuance. 1 
hope and believe Gov. Smith will not 
only advocate a change but will pro- 
pose a definite reply for discussion 
and submission to the people. The 
latter is all important. Either the 
Federal Constitution should be amend- 
ed by conventions of the people or, if 
the legislatures are to act, they should 
do so only under definite power granted 
by the State constitutions. 

“I believe that we have in Gov. 
Smith a man who has strength of 
character to correct the evils of en- 
forcement, to lay all the facts before 
the people to guide their determina- 
tion, and to make the recommenda- 
tions necessary for the solution of the 
liquor preblem.”

Due to large and increasing numbers 
of requests for naval aircraft at fairs, 


exhibitions, demonstrations: and cere- 
monies, the Navy Department, after 
consultation with the War Department, 
announced yesterday, adoption of a 
policy by which all such requests ex- 
cept those made in connection with 
dedication of airports, landing fields 
or features of military or naval signifi- 
cance, will be disapproved. 

The department stated it has become 
Impossible to grant other requests with- 
out serious interference with training 
programs and takes the action to con- 
serve its limited amount of equipment, 
and avoid complaints of favoritism. 
The department also will decline to 
furnish aircraft on national holidays 
such as Memorial, Independence or 
Armistice Day. 

As is the case with the Army, naval 
aircraft will not participate in any 
dedication ceremonies unless assurance 
ls received from. the committee in 
charge that no aerial wing walking, 
aerial trapeze performances, transfers 
from plane to plane, from plane to 
other vehicle, or vice versa, delayed 
release, or double parachute jumps, is 
engaged in by any persons at or near 
ithe field 

If such assurance is violated, the 
senior officer present will withdraw all 
naval aircraft from participation in 
the ceremonies. The rule will not ap 
ply, however, to legitimate acrobatics 
at prescribed safe altitudes; but 
ticipation in “stunt 
yjidden naval aircraft.

SEIZED BY CANADA 


36 Ontario Dealers Accused 
of Violating Law by Con- 
centrating Stores. 


Windsor, Ontario, Aug. 10 (A.P.).— 
More than a_escore of liquor ware- 
houses along the Canadian side of the 
Detroit River were closed tonight and 
their liquor stocks, estimated to be 
worth more than $10,000,000, were held 
temporarily, at last, by provincial po- 
lice. 

The wholesale seizures were made to- 
day following the issuance by Magis- 
trate David M. Brodie, of supenas 
naming 36 Ontario liquor exporters to 
appear in court to answer charges of 
violating the Ontario liquor laws.

INDICATIONS FOR THE REMOVAL OF 
TEETH. 


difficult question, What are the in- 
dications for the removal of teeth? 
Dr. W. H. G. Logan gave the following 
as the rules he thinks should be fol- 
lowed: 

Embedded teeth that are causing no 
trouble, either local or constitutional, 
should not be removed. 

Embedded teeth which are causing no 
local trouble, but which are causing 
neuralgia of the eyes or face or else- 
where, should be removed. 

If an embedded tooth its pressing on 
an erupted tooth, causing absorption of 
the root of the erupted tooth, it Is 
about an even question whether one or 
both teeth should be pulled. Much de- 
pends on the amount of injury done 
to the erupted .tooth. 
tooth is pulled, the embedded tooth 


can slip into the vacated space and 
take the place of the lost tooth, 


Embedded teeth surrounded by gran- 
u'oma tissue, or so-called abscess tissue 
cr infected tissue, should be removed. 
Fragments of roots shouid be removed 
regardless of whether or not there is a 
hole to the fragment from the gum line. 

Teeth with inflammation of the pulp 
canal, due to infection or not, should 
not. be removed, as there is no apical 
abscess or granuloma. Such pulps 
should be cleaned, sterilized and finally 
filled. If it is impossible to cleanse, 
sterilize and fill the canal the tooth 
should be removed. If there is good evi- 
dence that the cooth is causing focal 
infection it should be removed. 

Pulpless teeth with what are com- 
monly called apical abscesses should be 
removed, except in those cases where 
the infected apical abscess can be re- 
moved. 

In that event the tooth may be left. 


-_-—— 


Pulpless teeth containing satisfactory 
root canal fillings, but with no apical 
abscesses, should not be removed. This 
rule does not hold if there is fairly good 
evidence that the tooth is responsible 
for such diseases as ulcer of the stom- 
act or duodenum, certain eye diseases, 
heart disease, goiter, rheumatism, neu- 
ritis, or anemla., 

Whether pyorrhea teeth should be re- 
moved depends considerably on the dis- 
tance the pyorrhea hag traveled into 
the socket ftom the gum border and 
the evidence as to anemia, neuritis, 
and rheumatism caused by it. 

Partly erupted third molars that are 
surrounded by infected tissue should be 
removed, but not while the infection -is 
acute.

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PSYCHOLOGY IS USED 
FOR WAR ON CRIME 


Police Study Human Behavior 
in Course Given at Chi- 


cago University. 

Chicago, Aug. 10 (A.P.).—Chicago po- 
lice have enlisted psychology to aid 
them in their year-in, year-out war on 
crime. To supplement their night 
Sticks, pistols, hand-cuffs, show-rups 
and knowledge gained by experience the 
department has added a course in hu- 
man behavoir, including studies of ra- 
cial psychology and criminal tendencies. 

The classes are at the University of 
Chicago. Prof. L. D. White believes 
that if a detective knows what strain 
produced “Lightfingered Harry” and 
“Pineapple Pete,” what inhibitions he 
has and how the two acted when chil- 
dren he has a better chance of putting 
the pair where their activities will be 
circumscribed. 

A, L. Dixon, assistant secretary to the 
British home office, the head of Scot- 
land Yard, left at the Chicago police 
school, where’ he lectured, what Prof. 
White considers an axiom: “It is the 
crimes not committed rather than the 
crimes detected that are the greatest 
proof of an effective police.”

SOUTH AMERICAN AIR LINE. 


Today marks the inauguration of an 
mail service across the vast, unknown jungle 
territory which stretches across the uorthern 
part of South America. . The installation of 
this system will shorten communication with 
South America to an extent only paralleled by 
the Panama Canal. For example, mail now 
zoes to Ecuador by steamer through the cana] 
and so down the northwest coast, a journey 
of about seventeen days from ‘the United 
States. With the new air service in opera- 
tion mail will be landed at the Colombian port 
of Barranquilla, which is about seven days 
nearer to this country than Guayaquil. Air- 
planes will pick up the mail at Barranquilla 
and reach Guayaquil within 24 hours. Com- 
munication between the northeast coast of 
Brazil and points on the western coast will 
be expedited so enormously that it is not at 
all improbable that the mighty wilderness of 
the interior, which has hitherto been more 
inaccessible than Africa at its darkest, will be 
opened to the march of civilization. It will 
certaluly be necessary to establish air ports 
and relief stations across the continent, which 
should form the nucleus of future settlements. 

For the immediate present the influence of 
the new air service will serve as a powerful 
Stimulant to trade relations, not only between 
South American countries themselves, but be- 
tween South America and North America. The 
great project which is thus put into practical 
operation today may well be regarded as a 
milestone along +¢+he broad road of inter- 
national progress.

Although there has been in- 


crease in the number of women gainfully em- 
ployed over the figures of 1910, the specializa- 
tion of women in labor is a noticeable fact. 
Women have turned from agricultural and do- 
mestic service jobs and have gone into pro- 
fessional work. One of the factors that have 
inclined women toward office and like activi- 
ties is the growth of apartment living. W°‘th 
the care of a house lifted from so many of 
them, they can go out into employment, with 
a mobility and independence that they could 
not readily command when household drudgery 
consumed their time and strength. 

‘Women have secured for themselves the rat- 
ing of men as industrial factors, and have 
steadily advanced toward the goal of equal 
pay for equal work. Increased educational 
advantages have meant much to the sex. To- 
day the ability of the sexes differs less than 
the ability of individuals. Women are often 
put in charge of forces composed mostly of 
men, . 

The bogey of the decline of the home has 
not found warrant with the emancipation of 
woman from housework. Neither the home 
nor the home idea has declined. There is a 
very much wider range of intelligence in homes 
whose mothers moved freely in the industrial 
circuit prior to marriage than there is in the 


‘homes of women who have been brought up 


with a sense of dependence, if not of mental 
inferiority. Many of the men who count most 
owe their success to devoted women secre- 
taries, who are not only punctual and pains- 
taking, but wise counselors in business and 
public office. 


TO FIGHT FOG. 


The most deadly enemy of aviation, fog, is 
to be attacked by the Guggenheim Foundation 
in series of experiments with airplanes 
equipped with various devices that have given 
some promise of effectiveness in dissipating 
fog. C Lindbergh will devote his attentiou 
to the problem, and skillful pilots will be 
selected by him to do the work. The planes 
will follow regular mail routes, and every pre- 
caution will be taken to prevent accidents, al- 
though it is acknowledged that the experiments 
will involve great dangers. Use of the radio 
beacon and contrivances for the application of 
heat, electrically charged water and sand wilt 
be employed, in the hope of discovering a 
method of dissipating fog that will be effective 
on a large scale without prohibitive cost. 
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dissipated upon a small scale, the cost is pro- 
hibitive for extensive operations. The effort 
of the world’s greatest physicist in this direc- 
tion, that of Sir Oliver Lodge, is cited in re- 
ferring to the obstacles that have thus far 
attended such an undertaking. 

The London county council has considered 
and discarded many plans for getting rid of 
the celebrated fog of that city. Italy and 
France are linked up with similar futile 
efforts. The Cottrell process of electrical pre- 
cipitation for the treatment of industrial dusts 
and fumes seems to have failed. Philadelphia 
has dabbled with electrical sprays, without 
success. Every method thus far devised has 
been entirely too costly or otherwise impracti- 
cable for use upon that 
be necessary. 

The Guggenheim endeavor experiments will 
be viewed with keen interest throughout the 
world. If any practical method of fog dis- 
persal ‘can be evolved it will be hailed as one 
of the greatest benefactions of the age. The 
Guggenheim experiments will the _ first 
adequate tests of schemes in which the agency 
of dissipation is carried through the tog banks 
at great speed by an airplane. If quick and 
wide dissemination of the corrective agency is

QUAKES BY APPOINTMENT. 


Presumably the earthquake that did so 
much damage in the Dutch East Indies, re- 
sulting in the virtual destruction of the little 
Island of Paloeweh and the loss of numerous 
lives, came as by appointment. At any rate 
it was timely, and was made a matter of 
scientific record and study by Jesuit seismoilv- 
gists gathered at San Jose, Calif. ‘The coin- 
cidence of the quake and the meeting of those 
who had assembled on the West Coast on the 
invitation of the assistant director of the ob- 
servatory of Santa Clara, with the promise 
that an earthquake would be provided for 
them, seemingly points to.a keen scientific 
prescience, but it need not necessarily be so. 
Father Henry was doubtless moved by a bit of 
whimsicality when he so couched his invita- 
tion to his fellow scientists at their session in 
Chicago last year. Butt he was safe in Lis 
prediction, as there is scarcely a cessation of 
earth tremors in the expanse of the Pacific 
and along the West Coast. 

Back of the jocose invitation lay the deep 
knowledge of seismic phenomena acquired by 
those scientists who consult their instrumerts 
daily. They become wonderfully expert in 


interpreting the lines indicating tremors or 


quakes in some part of the earth’s crust. The 
major earthquake that did occur, which veii- 
fied the prediction, might well have been an- 
ticipated by the specialists, although no ore 
could say in advance just where it would center 
and the damage that would be done. The 
great convulsion in the Dutch East Indies 
verified the accuracy of data, which, studied 
over long periods, pointed to its occurren-e. 
Periodicity, even in earthquakes, is looked for

$1,000,000 ih USSONS 
EXPECTED FROM WOMEN: 


Episcopalians Have Contrib- 
uted $4,500,000 for This 
Purpose Since 1889. 


PLAN OFFERING IN CAPITAL 


Four and a half million dollars have 
been contributed since 1889 by the 
women of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church for missionary purposes 
through the triennial united thank 
Offering of ‘the Woman's Auxillary. 
At the forthcoming triennial meeting 
of the Woman's Auxillary to be held 
in Washington October 10 to 23, con- 
currently with the general convention 
of the Episcopal Church, it is confi- 
dently, expected that upward of a 
million dollars will be given in the 
united thank offering of 1928. 

The united thank offering of the 
Woman’s Auxillary at the last general 
convention held in New Orleans in 
1925 was 912,841.30. The amount 
given at the first united thank offering 
in 1889 was $2,188.64. 

This united thank offering is the 
largest single contribution year in 
and year out that is received by the 
Episcopal Church. The fund is de- 
voted wholly to missionary purposes 
and largely to financing in the field 
women missionaries known as united 
thank offering workers, who are en- 
gaged today in every part of the world 
where the Episcopal Church operates. 
Generous portions_of the fund, too, go 
for the construction in needed places 
of churches, schoois and hospitals. 

Gathered as the fund is from all 
parts of the world, one of the unique 
features of the great United Thank 
Offering Service of the Woman’s Auxil- 
lary, on October 11, will be the 
presence at the solemn 
of representatives of the auxiliary 
from China, Japan, the Philippines, 
Alaska, Latin America and continental 
United States, who will place on the 
golden alms basin the contributions 
from their particular localities. On 
the alms basin when it is finally 
handed to the Right Rev. John Gard- 
ner Murray, of Maryland, presiding 
bishop at the altar, there will be 
monetary units from half a score of 
nations, including, in addition to the 
American dollar, the English pound, 
the Japanese yen, the Chinese tael, the 
Spanish peso, the Haitian gourd and 
the French franc, 

For the first time in the history of 
the church, delegates to the woman's 
auxiliary will be accorded the right to 
a seat and a voice, if not a vote, in 
the two joint sessions of bishops, 
clergy and laity which the convention 
will hold. It will be the first time 
that women will be accorded the 
honor of official representation in 
general convention. While the con- 
cession is slight, it indicative of 
the advancing position of women in 
the councils of the church.

Larger activity in steel plant opera - 
tions than in either pilor period was 
noted in the survey. The value of new 
building contracts awarded during the 

week, however, was smalier than in the 
previous week, or the same week last 
year. 

A slight decline from the week pre- 
ceding was discuosed in the index of 
wholesale prices, although there was an 
advance over the cortesponding seven 
days last year. Prices for cotton and 
iron and steel averaged lower than in 
the preceding week, though cotton was 
higher than a year ago. Virtually no 
change was shown in the price of cop- 
per over the week prior, but the metal 
was higher than last year, 

Loans and discounts of Federal Re- 
serve member banks were higher than 
in either prior period, and loans to 
brokers and dealers also registered an 
advance over both periods. On.an av- 
erage, stock prices were higher. Inter- 
est rates on time money again showed 
no change from the previous week, but 
were higher than a year ago. Frnd 
prices averaged lower than in either 
the previous week or the same week of 
1927. Interest rates on cali loans av- 
eraged higher than in the week preced- 
ing.

BRINGS OFFICIAL ACTION 


Demand Made That Members 
‘Of Force Be Punished for 
Hiding Without Lights. 


Appealing to the Commissioners of 
the District to break up the practice 
of policemen hiding up side streets 
without lights on their motorcycles in 
an effort to detect traffic law violators, 
Ernest N. Smith, general manager of 
the American Automobile Association, 
yesterday urged them to direct the 
corporation counsel to issue informa- 
tions and prosecute charges against 
two alleged offending officers. 

The policemen whom Smith desires 
to have prosecuted on charges of 
parking without lights are George W. 
Cook and C. W. Peters, attached to 
the Fourteenth Precinct station. 

In a letter to the Commissioners 
Smith states that the American Auto- 
mobile Association has repeatedly gone 
on record as being unalterably opposed 
to the side street trapping practice. 


Association’s Stand Explained. 


It takes the position that officers 
engaged in traffic law enforcement 
should be in full uniform and in plain 
sight at all times. 

“Our position in this matter is based 
on the fact that it insures greater 
safety and will materially reduce ac- 
cidents if police officers are engaged in 
traffic law enforcement on the high- 
way, by reason of their being more fre- 
quently observed by motorists rather 
than to engage in the practice of hid- 
ing up side streets without lights and 
swooping out on the motorist after 
the violation may have been commit- 
ted,” Smith’s letter read. 


Arrest, Rather Than Warn. 


Smith charged that it is the belief 
of some policemen that it is their duty 
te make cases against motorists rather 
than to prevent the vioiation of the 
laws. 

In his charges against Cook and 
Peters, Smith alleges that early Thurs- 
day morning they were parked on 
Chesapeake street, just off Connecticut 
avenue northwest, without lights on 
their motorcycles. When they were 
questioned by Robert R Rodenberg, of 
3501 Macomb street northwest, a mem- 
ber of the American Automobile Associ- 
ation, they arrested him on the charge 
that the rear lights on his automobile 
did not comply with the law. Smith 
states. 

Rodenberg was taken to the Four- 
teenth Precinct and required to post $5 
collateral for his appearance in court. 
When the case was called before Judge 
John P. McMahon in Traffic Court, it 
was dismissed after one complaining 
officer had testified, Judge McMahon 
stating that he had heard enough after 
Cook had told his version of the ar- 
rest. 


Rodenberg Sought Names. 


Rodenberg had approached the offi- 
cers ‘to ask their names, or ascertain 
their numbers, when they arersted him 
After the case was dismissed application 
was made to the assistant corporation 
counsel at Police Court for an informa- 
tion against the officers, charging them 
with parking without lights, but it was 
refused, Smith states. 

In his appeal to che Commissioners, 
Smith contends that an information 
should be tssued against Cook and Peters 
the same as would be dcne if a private 
citizen were involved, and that police- 
men should be amenable to the prop- 
erly constituted authorities as well as 
to their superior officers. 


Receiver Is Sought 
For Garage Company 


The District Supreme Court yester- 
day was asked to appoint a receiver for 
the Capital Garage Co., 1320 New York 
avenue northwest, by the National 
Mortgage & Investment Co., 1004 Ver- 
mont avenue northwest. The invest- 
ment company alleges that the garage 
company is indebted to it in the sum 
of $219,559.66 under a second deed of 
trust on the property, which it ‘had to 
buy in at a foreclosure sale, and also 
in the sum of $20,833.34 as rental for 
the property since June 22, the date 
of the sale. A first trust of $1,000,000 
on the property also exists, the court 
is informed. 

The assests of the defendant con- 
sists, the petition alleges, of merchan- 
dise, office furniture and shop equip- 
ment valued at $6,000; accounts receiv- 
able, $6,000, and $8,000 in cash. It 
owes a number of accounts, the peti- 
tion states, and is insolvent. The 
plaintiff declares that the property will 
be greatly depreclated if the place is 
closed, but a receiver possibly’ can 
make the business pay. Attornéys M. 
M. Doyle and F. Thuee represent the 
plaintiff.

Samuel Hendrix, Arrested 
After Suicide of Policeman 
Still, Held by Court. 


Samuel Hendrix, 27 years old, 210 
Ninth street northwest, was held for 
action of the grand jury yesterday by 
Judge Robert E. Mattingly in Police 
Court, after a preliminary hearing on 
charges of zrand larceny. Bond was 
fixed at $1,000 upon recommendation of 
Assistant United States Attorney Joseph 
Bruce. Hendrix is represented by E. 
Russell Kelly. 

Hendrix was arrested following the 
suicide of Policeman William Still in 
connection with the theft of an auto- 
mc bile from C. H. Lyons, 1502 D street 
northeast. Defense Attorney Kelly ques- 
tioned Headquarters Detective J. O. 
Connors at length. Connors admitted 
that Hendrix told him when arrested 
that Still had declared to him that he 
was “in a jam” but would leave town 
that night after leaving a note exoner- 
ating Hendrix. 

Following the suicide of Still, detec- 


the note, but gave up the search in 
deference to the griei of the dead po- 
liceman’s family. Connors told the 
court that Hendrix told him he had 
purchased the automobile jointly with 
Still from a man on his way to Florida. 
He claimed that the numbers on the 
engine block had been changed.

In Rum Raid Assault Case 


Oftedal Is Inclined to Believe Police to Blame, but Says 
Complainant Sought Trouble; Orcutt Hears Nine 
Witnesses in U.S. Attorney’s Inquiry. 


Acting Prohibition Commissioner 
Alfred Oftedal yesterday announced 
that he had received no formal com- 
plaint of the conduct of prohibition 
agents who were assisting in the raid 
on the Ambassador Oyster House last 
week. He said that his office would 
take no action in the matter until it 
received some tangible proof from E. 
A. Rickert, 2112 Eighteenth = street 
northwest, who claims that he was as- 
saulted by prohibition agents. 

Oftedal sald that all of the evidence 
shows that Rickert deliberately at- 
tempted to provoke a quarrel, and 
that if he was hurt as the result of 
his attempts, he could hardly have 
reason to complain. The affair does 


not affect the legal aspects of the raid, 
anyway, Oftedal said. The raid was 
conducted with a proper warrant and 
was under the auspices of the police 
rum squad, and not of his office, he 
added, He denied published reports 
that he had admitted that Rickert was 
beaten in the raid and declared that 
Rickert should present a written state- 
ment if he wished to complain about 
his treatment. 

All of the evidence tends to show 
that Rickert was improperly interfer- 
ing with ‘a legally constituted raid, 


Oftedal contended, and even if he was 
beaten, the police probably know more 
about it than the prohibition agents, 
as the raid was under the auspices of 
police. 

Oftedal has received a report from 
District Prohibition Administrator Her- 
bert, of Baltimore, giving the agents’ 
side of the Case 


Rickert charges that Deputy Admin- 
istrator J. J. Quinn was the agent who 
dragged him into the raided premises 
where he claims he was beaten severely. 
Rickert’s charges are being investigated 
by Assistant United States Attorncy 
Harold W. Orcutt, who was ordered to 
make the investigation by District At- 
torney Leo A. Rover after complaints 
were made to the district attorney’ 
office. 


Orcutt issued a statement yesterday 
in which he said that he has ques- 
tioned nine witnesses in the investiga- 
tion.

PLUNGE HELD ACCIDENT 


Blame for Tragedy Injuring 
Four Others Placed on 
Tire “Blow-Out.” 


YOUTH SERIOUSLY HURT 


Investigating the automobile accident 
which cost the life of 17-year-old Mil- 
dred Moran, of 5 Girard street north- 
east, when the car in which she was & 
passenger plunged over a 40-foot em- 
bankment at the Military Road Bridge 
on Sixteenth street northw’°‘, Thurs- 
day night, a cov_ner's jury yesterday Is- 
sucd a certificate of accidentaj death. 
Blame for the tragedy was placed on a 
“blow-out’’ of a front tire of the ma- 
chine. 

Miss Moran was found to have died 
from a broken neck, when her ody 
was extricated from the wreck a tew 
minutes after the accident. Thomas 
B. Ricker, 16 years old, of 175 Uhland 
terrace northeast, suffered a possible 
fracture of the skull and other injuries. 
He is reported to be in a serious condl- 
tion at Emergency Hospital. 

Lawrence Mc “aleb, 18 years old, of lo 
Girard street northeast, driver of the 
car. who, although pinned beneath the 
steering wheel of the car, directed res- 
cuers to extricate others first, was first 
treated at Walter Reed Hospital, later 
at Emergency and then transferred to 
Gallinger Hospital.

Decide to Ignore Fine Arts’ 
Stand for Arched Structure 
at M Street. 


WOULD COST TOO MUCH, 
COMMISSIONERS ASSERT 


Bids Will Be Sought Within 
Week; Offers on Morgan 
School Rejected. 


Bids will, be sought for construction 
“of the new M street bridge over Rock 
Creek within a week. After delay of 


more than a year since the appropriae 
tion became available, the Commise 
sioners yesterday authorized construce 
tion of a girder type, concrete Inq 
closed, bridge, and instructed Capt! 
H. C. Whitehurst, assistant to the Engle 
neer Commisioner, to obtain bids at 
once. 

Plans and specifications have been 
completed and as soon as the neces- 
sary number of blueprints for bidders 
have been prepaged and the specificae 
tions have been*mimeographed advere 
tisements will be placed inviting sealed 
proposals. 

The Commissioners flouted the Come 
mission of Fine Arts in determining 
the type of the bridgea The arts com- 
mission wanted the bridge to be of 
arch type. This would have added from 
$115,000 to $160,000 to the cost. 


Dispute Lasts for Year. 


In 1927 Congress appropriated $250,« 
000 for the bridge and the enactment 
specified that the Commission of Fine 
Arts should be consulted in the preps 
aration of plans. 

The District Commissioners obeyed 
the letter of the injunction and did 
consult with the arts body. The latter 
commission held that the congressional 
stipulation made it necessary for the 
bridge plans to have their approval. 
The District Commissioners maintained 
that the word consult meant only what 
it said. 

For more than a veai the two bodies 
have been in dispute. The municipal 
authorities wanted t» go ahead with 
the work, but were advised by engie 
neers that to bulic the bridge on an 
arch of reinforced concrete as the Fine 
Arts Commission decreed would cost) 
more than the amount appropriated» 
The Commission of Fine Arts would 
not agree to the flat bridge of steel 
girders inclosed in concrete. 


School Bids Rejected. 


The District Commissioners rejected 
all bids for an eight-room, gymnasium 
and assembly hal} addition to the 
Morgan School. 

There were nine bids, the lowest of 
which was that of the C. H. Tomkins 
Co. at $172,490. Tle appropriation was 
only $157,000. 

Plans and speciiications were ap- 
proved by the Commissioners for the 
proposed new E. A Puul Junior High 
School to be erected on a tract of land 
bounded by Eighch, Ninth and Pea- 
body streets and Concord avenue 
northwest.
